The culmination of three years 
of negotiations between Sir Laurence 
Olivier and Elliott Martin, managing 
director of the Center Theatre Group 
of the Music Center, resulted in a tri- 
ple celebration to hail the coming of 
the National Theatre Company of 
Great Britain to Los Angeles. 

The renowned actor-director ar- 
rived in Los Angeles with 32 actors 
and staff for his National Theatre’s 
first visit to the United States. The 
event was marked by the world pre- 
miere of the company’s new produc- 
tion of George Farquhar’s earthy, rib- 
ald Restoration comedy, The Beaux’ 
Stratagem. 

There was a premiere and a pre- 
premiere, both so successful that two 
charity organizations were happy to 
divide the take.

country life. Oakleaf Enterprises, Ltd. 
of 15 Pall Mall in London, has a plan 
called ‘‘An invitation to Country 
Homes and Castles’? which groups 
more than 200 host-homes. 

All are of historic interest, private 
residences not to be confused with ho- 
tels or guest-houses. Rates are rela- 
tively expensive as the places require 
elaborate maintenance, are usually 
limited to a half-dozen guests or less, 
and serve cuisine of the highest quali- 
ty. The houses are in categories from 
one to three stars: Charming country 
manors, stately homes, and famous 


houses of the land. 
‘Country Homes and Castles”’ 


have been selected to serve travelers 
as convenient bases for touring re- 
gions of special interest. Host and 
hostess are usually widely traveled, 
with broad interests and fascinating 
backgrounds. Arrangements are for 
one to three-night stays, and for a 
visiting couple costs range from about 
$40 to $80 for the first day, and 30 
percent less for additional days. There 
is no tipping nor other expense. 

A typical 10-day tour starts in 


mid-morning from London with a Furnishings of library at Michelmersh Court include 
drive to Winchester for lunch, en a noteworthy collection of rare books and paintings.

There is an island whose name 
means freedom. It is Eleuthera in the 
Bahama Islands, the name derived 
from the Greek word eleutheros that 
means freedom.

In its entirety, Eleuthera offers all 
the pleasures normally sought during 
vacations. One place in particular, 
Hatchet Bay, offers a clean breath of 
air to the outdoorsman, explorer, spe- 
lunker, skin diver, treasure hunter, 
hunter, and admirer of people not 
overly impressed with what the rest 
of the world calls progress. 

Hatchet Bay is near the northern 
end of Eleuthera and can be reached 


by boat or plane. By boat, if it is 
your own, the trip is really only excit- 
ing when it comes time to navigate 
the narrow cut that is the single en- 
trance to the bay. 

The bay, accessible only by the 
cut, is known as “‘hurricane hole’’ and 
has rarely been hit by hurricanes. 

There is a more interesting boat 
that makes the trip to Hatchet Bay. 
It is a cumbersome, ferry-type craft

that carries passengers, mail, cargo 
and supplies to the island. It makes 
the rounds of the islands about once a 
week. 

By air, the short flight is equally 
distracting. The twin-engine, propel- 
ler-driven planes are seldom air-condi- 
tioned and often islanders find it con- 
venient to carry small animals and 
seemingly multitudes of little, joyous 
children who obviously take as much 
pleasure in watching orange juice drip 
from their elbows as in watching the 
islands of clouds drifting around the 
plane. 

What conveniences may be lack- 
ing are more than equalized in the 
courtesy shown by the few steward- 
esses and other employes connected 
with the airline. One pilot, when told 
we wished to make aerial shots of 
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Hatchet Bay, circled the area until 
the photographer assured him he had 
enough film. 

There are three landing strips on 
Eleuthera, and two are in locations 
where routine and elegant vacationing 
can be had. Since the island is only 
104 miles long and has only one road 
stretching its length, it is rather sim- 
ple to obtain room accommodations 
where dining, dancing, entertainment, 
and golf are available. 

At Hatchet Bay, the available ac- 
commodations are simple but clean. 
The Yacht club (don’t expect a pal- 
ace) is perched on a hill and tables 
are under thatched awnings. Meals 
are served outdoors. Often in the eve- 
ning, if there are visitors, a strolling 
band of musicians wanders around 
the docks playing and singing.

Harold Albury, a sandy-headed 
native islander of Scot ancestry, is 
Mr. Hatchet Bay. He is officially 
dockmaster, but also master at show- 
ing his world to visitors. 

His prowess as a skin diver is an 
added attraction, especially when he 
returns to shore with a_ granddaddy 
lobster in hand. 

Albury knows the best spots, both 
ocean and bay-side, for spear fishing 
or just swimming and exploring un- 
derwater. 

For the lover of landscape, Hatch- 
et Bay and its environs offer startling 
contrasts. Much of the sand is pink, | 
peach, or puce, depending on your . 
point of view. In some areas, especial- 
ly along the ocean, palm trees grow in 
thickets, large dark clusters that defy | 
sunlight. i 
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that offer a great challenge to the climber. 


Hatchet Bay Plantations cover 
2,500 acres of lush farmlands and is 
the largest dairy and poultry produc- 
er in the islands. Tours of these facili- 
ties are easily and casually arranged. 

Thoroughbred horses, herds of fat 


cattle and goats graze in pastures giv- 


ing the visitor the impression he is 
suddenly in New Hampshire. Past si- 
los and towering trees, you find your- 
self looking first at hills, then at long 
stretches of beaches and steep lava 
cliffs. 

These cliffs afford a challenge to 
would-be climbers. It is advisable to 
wear rubber-soled shoes and some 
type of leather gloves as the lava is 
sharp and cutting. Once at the pinna- 
cle of the cliffs, there is the climb 
down to the ocean where breakers 
come crashing into the rocks. The 
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The village of Gregorytown is picturesque with its pastel cottages nestling around a cove.

There are ruins to be explored, 
and Albury is the best guide to these. 
Once found, they offer an afternoon 
of investigation. 

Probably the most unusual experi- 
ence is the cave just outside Hatchet 
Bay. Albury says the cave, nearly 
two miles long, was discovered when 
a tractor fell through a hole in a field 
of Guinea grass near a large fig tree. 

In the largest cavern, the ceiling 
of the cave is some 60 feet high. The 
stalagmites, stalactites, cathedrals 
and naturally formed statues make a ;

North of Hatchet Bay is James : : : 
Cistern, a quiet fishing village. All 
along the roadside and dotted among 
the hills are unfinished houses, small 
and grey. This is not the result of 
voverty or lack of will to work. 

The houses exemplify an old Eleu- 
theran custom that requires a boy, 
reaching the age of 15, to start build- 
ing a house to which he will eventual- 
ly bring his bride. As he earns money 
and receives gifts, he adds to the 
house until it is completed. 

Since nearly all building supplies 
must be shipped to the island, con- 
struction is expensive and many 
homes must wait a long time before 


they are finished.

Castle Hotels in Europe and America

eeeed in bright silks and 
velvet, resplendent in fur, gleaming 
with jewels or clinking down the cor- 
ridors of history in custom-tailored 
coats of chain mail, the monarchs, ty- 
rants and reigning aristocracy of Eu- 
rope were great ones for wine, women, 
song and bloodthirsty battles. 

Earning names like the Good, the 
Cruel, the Lion-Hearted, the Mad 
and the Magnificent, they amassed 
art treasures, gloried in religious cru- 
sades, sponsored scourges and incest, 
grooved on hunting, pageantry and 
eccentric extravagances. 

They taught the world the fine 
art of luxurious living and left behind 
them a landscape dotted with plea- 
sure palaces, hunting lodges, abbey 
retreats, castle strongholds and tur- 
reted mansions that, updated and 
transformed into inns and hotels, 


presently offer some of the most fasci- 
nating and agreeable accommodations 
abroad. 

Known as castle hotels, over a 
thousand of these hostelries have been 
recently developed, restored and reno- 
vated by national tourist boards and 
historic preservation societies as addi- 
tional hotel space for travelers appre- 
ciative of pleasures that have all but 
disappeared from the world. 

Along with all the modern ameni- 
ties — private bathrooms, steaming 
hot water, telephones, good food and 
vintage wines — these establishments 
offer a fabulous assortment of art, ar- 
chitecture and furnishings. Roman- 
esque, Gothic, Renaissance, Baroque, 
Rococo — take your pick. 

Most offer accommodations that 
are swooningly commodious and 
brightened with fresh flowers from 


the garden, canopied beds, the dow- 
niest of goosedown pillows. Servants | 
wait on you hand and foot. Delicious 
candlelit dinners served from ances- 
tral plate are often shared, if one so 
desires, with owner-hosts whose an- 
cestral nobility chronicled in Burke’s 
Peerage, Debrett’s or Almanach de 
Gotha makes for pretty heady read- 
ing. 

Set in handsome parkland, lake- 
side, forested or mountain eyrie set- 
tings, some castle hotels are remote, 
but many are within easy range of 
major cities, towns, airports and main 
highways. 

Beyond facilities for sleeping, eat- 
ing and lazing in regal old world 
style, castle hotels usually have the: 
rich cream facilities in the neighbor-. 
hood for sailing, hunting, riding,

De Luxe Ranching in California

Eas miles south of Los An- 
geles, past Elsinore, surrounded by 
Mount San Jacinto and the twin 
peaks of San Bernardino and San 
Gorgonio ranges in Riverside County, 
lies the little hamlet of Temecula. 

There, on the highest point of the 
mesa, are 400 rolling acres, the fallow 
earth making them appear like sleep- 
ing pachyderms from the highway be- 
low. This is Llangollen Farm (Land’s 
End in Welsh), Colonel and Mrs. 
Cloyce Tippett’s (Liz Whitney) Cali- 
fornia home. The Tippetts purchased 
the acreage three years ago. 

Llangollen, West was the first big- 
name farm to come into Rancho Cali- 
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fornia, which was formerly the old 
87,500 acre Mahlon Vail ranch. Now 
developed by the Kaiser-Aetna Co., 
Rancho California has provided a 
highly professional horse complex, 
training track and stalls for the use of 
residents. This community training 
facility, the Tippetts feel, is more pro- 
fessional than their own legging track. 
The convenient complex is attracting 
other prominent horse breeders to the 
Southern California community. Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan is the latest to 
purchase property there, 771 acres of 
rolling grassland on the Santa Rosa 
side of the rancho. Upon completion 
of a ranch home on their property, 
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the Governor and Mrs. Reagan will 
spend weekends, holidays and vaca- 
tions in the country setting. 

The ranch house that is home-on- 
the-range to Liz and Cloyce Tippett 
was the former home of the Vail fami- 
ly, who built it in 1900. Its authentic 
Mexican design features hand-hewn 
beamed ceilings. A spacious patio 
forms a background for Liz Whitney 
Tippett’s hundreds of trophy ribbons 
that hang on rustic rafters. 

Priceless life-size early American 
wooden Indian figures people the 
front veranda. In the living room the 
glow trom the large stone fireplace ac- 
centuates the vivid purple leather

sofa (the Farm colors are purple and 
fuschia), and a wolf skin throw. (The 
wolf was killed on the premises). On 
tables round about are objets d’art of 
horsedom — the sterling silver, mas- 
sive, ornately carved stirrups once 
owned by the first viceroy ot Peru, 
for example. (Colonel Tippett was 
formerly regional director of the In- 
ternational Civil Aviation Organiza- 
tion and won the solid gold Peruvian 
Aeronautical Medal of Merit.) 

There is also an ancient English 
punchbowl, elaborately embossed in 
silver, once used in hunt celebrations. 
On the walls are several Tate paint-

Chief among them are Loel Guin- 
ness, who introduced helicopters here 
in order to reach the Seminole Golf 
Club comfortably and in record time, 
and Michael Phipps, who uses his 
new jet helicopter to go to his ranch 
in Indiantown, to Seminole, to Hiale- 
ah and to Gulfstream. He is President 
of the Seminole Golf Club, and he 
races horses at Hialeah and at Gulf- 
stream. 

Mrs. Henry Carnegie Phipps uses 
her Jet Ranger to attend Hialeah, 
play golf at the Seminole, visit 
friends. She takes the helicopter north 
with her when she leaves Florida, and 
uses it to fly from her country estate 


} to Wall Street. 


Mrs. Theodore Gary of Miami 
Beach uses her helicopter to go to Hi- 
aleah. Recently, when she was Chair- 
man of the Flamingo Ball and busy 
overseeing final decorating arrange- 
ments, she remembered she needed 
some more yards of ribbon. Said Mrs. 
Gary, “I think I’d better dash home 
for more trimmings,” and off she took 


| in her Jet Ranger helicopter to run 


home for the ribbons. 

Palm Beachers who have enjoyed 
the use of helicopters at one time or 
another have included polo’s Russell 
Firestone, and Paul Butler. Russell 
Firestone attended polo matches, as 
did Paul Butler, but the latter also 
used helicopters to attend parties in 
Miami Beach. 

Movie star John Wayne and his 
son, Michael, acquired a Jet Ranger 
and flew to Fort Worth, Texas to in- 
spect the manufacture of their own 
craft. John Wayne will promote the 
aircraft as an addition to his air taxi 
Executive Air Service company in 
southern California. 
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More than 100,000 flight hours 
have been accumulated by Bell Jet 
Rangers operating around the world. 
Some of the more outstanding flights 
have included a performance at an al- 
titude of 17,500 feet over Mt. Logan 
in the Yukon, the highest mountain 
in Canada and one of the largest land 
mass mountains in the world. The 
test flight took off from a camp site 
near Whitehorse. Pilot Ray Conant 
said: “Camp Logan loomed impres- 
sively against the clear blue space, 
and we rose to meet the challenge. 
Oxygen was turned on just after take 
off, . . . it seemed that in no time at 
all, actually a good half hour, we had 
covered the 40 miles horizontally and 
10,500 feet vertically, to an indicated 
altitude of 19,500 feet. Before aban- 
doning our vantage point 2,000 feet 
above camp, we put Jet Ranger 
through several moderately steep 
turns, which it handled beautifully. 
Such maneuvers were continued with 
a tight turn at 18,000 feet and again, 
no abnormal control response.”’ 

At sea level the Jet Ranger per- 
forms under ideal conditions. It is 
used by the Naval Air Training 
School at Pensacola, which has 40 he- 
licopters. The Coast Guard uses it for 
rescue operations along both coasts of 
Florida. 

C.J. Tippett flies a helicopter out 
of the ranch and horsebreeding coun- 
try of Ocala; Liz Tippett also enjoys 
taking the helicopter down to Hialeah 
to watch the races. Executive Helio 
Services of Hialeah and Sunshine 
State Industrial Park, Inc. fly heli- 
copters for use in those areas. 

President Richard Nixon often 
employs two helicopters from the air- 
field in Miami to his Key Biscayne 
home, favoring the big whirlybirds. 
The Chief Executive also uses _ heli- 
copters in the Washington area.

How do they accomplish so much a ia O a 
in an area where icy winter weather 
holds sway through most of the year? 

No one who has visited Scandinavia By LOWIS CARLTON 
can have the slightest doubt that food 
plays an important part in the ener- 
getic lives of the people. Nowhere in 
the world can the phrase “groaning 
board’”’ be applied more aptly, for 
Scandinavian tables are bountiful be- 
yond belief. 

This does not mean that the sin 
of mediocrity is committed in the 
guise of bountifulness. Quite the op- 
posite! Happily, Scandinavians com- 
bine enjoyment of food with a light, 
artistic touch, so that a table laden 
with lobster delicacies becomes a sym- 
phony in crimson. The cloth picks up 
the brilliance of massed red tulips. 
Milk-white figurines are arranged ar- 
tistically. Heavy white linen napkins 
at each diner’s place are shaped and 
folded to resemble birds in flight. 
Similar care is given to every table, so 
that color, flowers and food meld into 
one eye-appealing unit. 

For me, luncheon at Kysten’s 
Pearl of the Sea on the Danish Rivi- 
era just across from Sweden was just 
such a memorable experience. 

The long serving table had three 
flower arrangements, orchids on drift- 
wood in the center, with spring flow- 
ers at either end, silver candelabra be- 
tween spaces filled with greens, flat 
blossoms resembling anemone, and 
jonquils with a sprinkling of sparkly : ; 
artificial snow on the blossoms. The marvelous menus of Scandinavia. . .

salmon with mayonnaise, roast loin of 
lamb with jelly. Also, chicken breast 
with liver paste and truffles in layers 
of gelatin, sliced smoked tongue rolled 
with jellied liver paste, salad of shred- 
ded lettuce with mustard dressing. 
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And there were roast reindeer loin 
with salad of chopped raw apple, ba- 
nana and cream dressing, beef tartar 
(scraped raw beef with onion and raw 
egg yolk), roast duck with prunes and 
red cabbage, roast beef with spinach 
chopped and rolled in beef, salad of 
fresh tomatoes, fresh mushrooms in 
mustard sauce. 

Finally, for dessert, there was a 
tray laden with Danish Blue, Port 
duSalut, Cabriette cheeses, and thin 
slices of radishes and orange sections. 
By the time we had sipped our Cher- 
ry Heering, we had been at the table 
from 12:30 to 3:00 p.m. Service had 
been flawless, and the food was sim- 
ply magnificent! 

Such variety in a menu is not un- 
usual. Moving from Denmark to Swe- 
den, you may have a smorgasbord as- 
sortment such as this: cheese and her- 
-ring, or three or four favorites such as 
a herring salad, salmon with sharp 
sauce, pickled beets or smoked eel; or 
a pate, an aspic, smoked reindeer or 
smoked lamb and salamiwurst. This 
precedes the meal. Three kinds of 
bread, spread a half-inch thick with 
butter, iced Aquavit and beer are 
served with the appetizers. Next 
comes a hot dish with potatoes, then

Swedish sauces are of a richness 
unparalleled in the world of food, and 
so are most other Scandinavian sauc- 
es. The reason for this is the weather.

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important in the bitter cold climate. 
For the same reason, fruit and pastry 
desserts are wreathed, circled, and 
frequently buried in great mounds of 
whipped cream. As a whole, the 
hearty, filling cuisine supplies a vari- 
ety of dishes so enormous that it is 
almost overwhelming to diet-con- 
scious Americans. 

Freshly brewed, steaming hot cof- 
fee is the favorite beverage in all 
parts of Scandinavia. It is taken be- 
tween meals with a good hefty chunk 
of Swedish Ginger Cake, Danish 
Sandcake, or Norwegian Currant 
Cake — or any of dozens of varieties 
of yeast breads - 

Traveling about Scandinavia, you 
encounter similar dishes, but fre- 
quently they have different names 
and slightly different tastes. The de- 
lightful convention adopted so cheer- 
fully by Americans, for example, is 
called smorrebrod in Denmark, voile- 
ipapoyta in Finland, koldt bord in 
Norway, smorgasbord in Sweden. 

A basic similarity is found in use 
of native foods in the dishes of all 
four Scandinavian countries. Fish fig- 
ures prominently in the cuisine, of 
course. The herring — whether pick- 
led, cooked au gratin or served in a

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salad — is the best in the world. Sar- _ 


dines, oysters, mussels, shrimps, crab 
meat, crawfish, and eels abound. 

Dairies co-exist with pork produc- 
ers, turning out superbly rich milk, 
cream and cheese and the longest, fat- 
test porkers you have ever seen. Rein- 
deer are still tended in herds in the 
far north, and roast pheasant, quail, 


grouse and partridge yield to the

hunter’s gun. The beef does not com- 


pare with our own Western prime, 
but the lamb and veal are excellent. 

Vegetables are less popular than 
in the United States, but much use is 
made of turnips, potatoes, carrots, 
cabbage and onions, mushrooms and 
chestnuts, served in tasty sauces. 

You know, of course, about the 
justly famous beer, the cherry wine 
and liqueur, and the aforementioned 


aquavit. Even in the cold winter 
months, aspic-coated open-face sand- 
wiches are enjoyed with the cold beer. 
Based on lavishly buttered rye, pum- 
pernickel, sourdough or white bread 
are meats, cheeses and fish in innu- 
merable combinations. My personal 
favorite is rye bread spread with but- 
ter, a layer of smoked herring, finely 
chopped mild onions, curls of fresh 
horseradish, paper-thin slices of rad- 
ishes, and a cluster of watercress. Top 
it off with a raw egg yolk served in 
the half shell of an egg. 

All Scandinavians relish the fresh 
fruits of summer — currants, raspber- 
ries, cherries, lingonberries, gooseber- 
ries, plums — which are made into 
puddings, syrups, and desserts. They 
are best served simply with a dab of 
whipped cream sprinkled with mixed 
sugar and cinnamon. Most popular of 
all are apples and blueberries which 
enrich cakes, tarts, cookies and pud- 
dings. 

As for the far-famed pastries of 
the northern lands, little need be said. 
Even if the urge to bake is lacking, 
there are thousands of local bakeries 
catering to the never-satisfied sweet 
tooth of these modern Vikings. Whet 
your appetite with visions of their

2 eggs, beaten; 2 cups milk; 2 ta- 
blespoons melted butter; 1 cup sifted 
all-purpose flour; 4 teaspoon salt; 4 
teaspoon sugar. 

Combine eggs, milk and butter; 
beat well. Add sifted dry ingredients 
gradually, beating constantly during 
addition. Pour 3 tablespoons batter 
onto hot griddle for each cake and 
bake until top is bubbly and edges 
look cooked. Turn and cook until re- 
maining side is brown. Fill with cher- 
ry preserves or fruit, roll and dust 
with confectioners sugar.

Gregory Town is a village to it- 
self, and a colorful place to spend a 


day watching people live a simple life. 


The town is built up and down 
the sides of hills that surround a har- 
bour called ‘““The Cove.”’ The clusters 
of pastel cottages are somehow remi- 
niscent of the Italian Riviera. Goats 
are tethered in the cemetery where 
the grass grows lush and green. Wo- 
men sit in front of doorless houses 
peeling tomatoes, pineapples and 
fresh vegetables. 

Lord and master of this town is 
George Thompson, who — with his 
brothers — grows and cans tomatoes 
and produces an island specialty 
called pineapple rum. 

Thompson, who has served as 
mayor, justice of the peace and head 
of the clan, is a tall-tale teller. He has 
a small bar, a wooden affair painted 
bright pink and blue inside. It has 
three or four stools and a plank bar. 

As Thompson plays bartender, he 
spins stories of gold. Gold in the cave, 
gold in the ground, and gold in the 
ocean. He says his grandmother knew 
some of the pirates who stashed treas- 
ures around the island. He claims 
knowledge of gold on ships sunk off 
the coast. 

His stories of pirates could have 
merit.. The Bahamas seem designed 
for pirates and rum runners. Bucca- 
neers invaded the islands. These men, 
originally from northern Spain, were a 
group of renegade sailors of France, 
Holland and England who hunted 
wild cattle. As the herds of cattle de- 
clined, the buccaneers were forced 
into piracy. 


The reefs, shallows and headlands 
offered ideal places to lie in ambush. 

Thompson says he is willing to 
show the sunken ships but refuses to 
dive around them because of the 
sharks. 

As Thompson tells his stories, his 
wife and mother bake bread outside. 
Ovens are large, rounded cones of 
clay and plaster. They look like giant 
beehives and baking in them is a 
long, hot task. Dough is pushed, into 
the ovens on wooden paddles and left 
to bake. It has a delicious flavor and 
the island butter, spread on chunks of 
still-warm bread, makes an unortho- 
dox but delicious afternoon meal. 
Thompson waves large loaves around, 
directing his barefooted children to 
deliver it here and there. 

Thompson may have a valid point 
about his fear of sharks. Although 
none were ever seen on the bay side 
of the island, large and vicious ones 
were much in evidence on the ocean 
side. 

Their presence isa deliberate one, 
and they arrive early in the morning 
as though by invitation for breakfast.

Sights in Winchester invite sever- 
al visits for those with ample time in 
the region. A charming introduction is 
a stroll along Kingsgate Street with 
its Georgian facades. Highstreet trac- 
es a Roman road that leads to an an- 
cient bridge near the City Mill dating 
from 1744. Enchanting gardens bor- 
dering the river offer views of many 
old houses. Not far away are St. 
John’s Hospital with its handsome 
13th century courtyard, a half dozen 
medieval churches, and of course the 
magnificent 11th century cathedral. 

About 15 miles south of Romsey, 
Michelmersh Court is a rosebrick 
Georgian jewel atop a hill surrounded 
with formal gardens and woodland 
walks near the River Test, noted for 
trout. Michelmersh Court has a heat- 
ed pool and tennis courts, flocks of 
peacocks plus an aviary in the shad- 
ow of one of Britain’s oldest wooden 
churches.

house dates before 1400, but the exact 
age is not known. Partially rebuilt in 
Jacobean times, it has only two guest | 
rooms; features fascinating stone _ 
work, giant fireplaces, and a most un- | 
usual wooden stairway with heavy 
carving. 

At Abnash House the hosts are 
Colonel and Mrs. Donald deG. Lam- 
bert. He retired from the Indian 
Army, and has traveled widely in 
Asia, Africa and Europe. His key in- 
terest is now the beautiful gardens at 
the house. 

The Lamberts are knowledgeable 
at suggesting itineraries through the 
Cotswolds. They will point the way 
to Cirenchester with its great Gothic 
Church of St.John the Baptist, vener- 
able houses on Dollar Street, and the 
Chantry of St. John (1154) on curious 
Spitalgate Lane. Luncheon at Bur- 
ford, a few miles away, will probably 
be at Bay Tree Inn or Lamb Inn, 
which offer the best dining in the 
town’s oldest quarters. 

The Cotswolds are crowded with 
villages that are invitations to strol- 
at ling discovery. Winchcombe offers

suite — as the Colony in Palm Beach. 
As castle hotels go, this is around 100 
rooms and large. As the general run 
of hotels go, it’s relatively small. 

But the Colony in Palm Beach 
lacks the intime ambience of castle 
hotels. Its furnishings bear the 
unmistakable stamp of hotel furni- 
ture, inconceivable to think of as part 
of someone’s house, much less castle. 
Which is not to say, of course, that 
the hand-painted bedroom furniture, 
the assorted plum, pomegranate, tan- 
gerine, lemon-hued bedspreads and 
matching bathroom molding, the blue 
and gold theming, the silk-covered 
columns in the hallway, the crushed 
coral coquillages in the Pool Room, 
the Porthault rose-patterned linens, 
cut glass sugar jars, and telephone 
jacks everywhere, even in the palm 
trees, are not appreciable refinements 
of the standard lumpen hotel esthetic. 

Other pleasing touches are flowers 
and champagne to greet you on arriv- 
al, an ankle-length terry cloth dress- 
ing gown and butterflies (printed) on 
the shower curtain in every bath- 
room, a sauna near the swimming 
pool, a croquet lawn and 18 vitrines 
to clue you in on what to buy at Lilly 
Pulitzer’s, La Shack, Lullabye Shop, 
Oliver, Piccolo Mondo, The Flower 
Cart, C’est Ici. . . just for starters. 

For some inexplicable reason, 
most hotel vitrines are appallingly 
schlocky. The Colony’s vitrines are 
deliciously unschlocky. A small detail, 
but as nice a one as the white mint 
and coffee bean Digestif presented to

you after dinner. Thank-yous to the 
owner for this happy thought. 

Right about here, you begin to re- 
alize that although the Colony may 
lack the view, the romantic aura and 
the appointments of one of Europe’s 
remarkable castle hotels, its comforts 
and service qualify it as America’s 
leading contender in the castle hotel 
sweepstakes. Staying there at least 
can make you feel like the king of the 
castle. 

Undoubtedly Mr. Ledyard Gard- 
ner, the manager, is responsible for 
setting standards of service that have 
people clamoring for $40 to $60 a day 
rooms and $100 to $250 a day suites.

In Europe, you don’t get what 
you pay for in terms of quality any 
more precisely than you get what you 
pay for in New York restaurants 
where you can get an excellent dinner 
for $10 and a disastrous one for $20. 

To skip back to Europe, then,

In Italy, as I’ve said, it’s the 
Gritti in Venice. Around Merano, 
near the Austrian border, an area 
that is about as Italian as Vienna, 
there are a lot of 16th century castles 
built by Austrian aristocrats that re- 


cently metamorphosed as hotels. Else- 
where, there are villas, of which there 
are three in Florence and its environs 
that offer a sampling of Medici high 
life with well-integrated modern com- 
forts. 

Villa San Michele, 4 Via Doccia, 
Fiesole is an arcaded 15th century 
monastery whose elegant facade and 
loggia are credited to the fine design- 
ing hand of Michelangelo. Although 
stripped of many of its art treasures, 
it was restored in the fifties, named a 
National Monument. All inclusive, 
the tab is $30._ 

Villa Park San Domenico, Via 
della Piazzola 55, Florence is a noble 
14th century villa that hasn’t been 
stripped of its objets d’art and stands 
in a parklike setting in the center of 
town with all 19 rooms luxuriously 
furnished, all inclusive rate $25. 

There’s also the Villa Villoresi, 
Colonnata di Sesto Fiorentino, 50010, 
Florence, an authentic Renaissance 
villa updated with a swimming pool, 
all inclusive rate $20.

Presumably, everyone 
knows about the Villa d’Este on the 
north side of Lake Como. 

So, on to Portugal. There, it’s the 
Palacio de Setais, 8 Rua Barbosa du 
Bocage, Sintra, half an hour from Es- 
toril and 18 miles northwest of Lis- 
bon, a superb and endearing little 
18th century palace where the prices 
are now $20 a day, all inclusive. Re- 
cently revisited, it remains the “‘glori- 
ous Eden” Byron said it was. I hap- 
pen to have a passion for trees and 
forests, and about 25 miles north of 
Coimbra there’s the greatest forest 
imaginable, plus the Palace Hotel in 
Bussaco. Built at the turn of the cen- 
tury as a summer residence for the 
Bragancas, it’s outrageously rococo, 
an extrava-Braganca, you might say, 
but I love it just because it does give 
me visual indigestion, a condition 
that can be cured by closing the eyes 
and fantasying Mies van der Rohe at 
his starkest or by surveying and 
breathing in the natural splendor and 
fragrance of the surrounding forests. 

There’s also the Pousada do 
Castelo, Rua Direita, in Obidos. It’s a 
fairy-tale castle that dominates the

ancient walled city of 12th century 
Obidos, a prospect of glistening cobbl- 
ed streets, white-washed houses with 
lichened roofs, windmills in the dis- 
tance, churches that you can almost 
reach out your hand and touch from 
the parapet. 

There are only six rooms here and 
only two of these have johns, but 


with all meals, the price of the choic- 
est accommodation is $7.70 a day. In 
my twenties, when I thought this was 
one of the dream places of the world, 
the price was only $3 all inclusive. 
The catch is that you can’t stay more 
than five days at any one pousada. 
Otherwise, I might never have 
moved, except perhaps to the Pousa- 
da dos Loios in Evora. 

Evora, in a province filled with 
cork forests, white villages and utter 
enchantment, is 120 miles east of Lis- 
bon, the middle of nowhere and im- 
possible, I used to think. But it turns 
out to be one of the outstanding and 
relatively unknown towns in Portugal 
that has been ruled by the Romans, 
the Visigoths, the Moors, the Knights 
and King Manuel the Fortunate, 
among others. The pousada is a 15th 
century monastery with a beautiful 
Gothic cloister and courtyard. There 
are around 28 rooms, with the price 
of a suite costing about $9.00; with 
all three meals, $13.30. There are 28 
rooms in all. A single with bath — all 
rooms have baths — costs $3.50. 

Have you ever thought of throw- 
ing a house party in Portugal? 

Another delirious thought is the 
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Abrigo dos Pescadores, Berlenga Is- 
land, 8 miles from the fishing port of 
Peniche, not too far from Obidos to 
the east, north of Lisbon, and one 
hour by ferry from the mainland. Im- 
possibly, totally, completely romantic 
_to some, irresistible to honeymooners, 
fishermen, and those who would just 
like to eat, sleep, swim and laze in the 
sun secure in the knowledge that they 
can’t go anywhere until the next boat 
comes at four or six in the afternoon. 
A 17th century castle-fortress housing 
14 attractive, delightful rooms on a 
great rock islanded in the Atlantic. 
Fresh caught fish and lobsters the 
specialite of the castle table. Without 
meals, the price is $2.10, with meals 
$4.25. Special rates to honeymooners. 
| Truly. 

Back on the mainland, across the 
border into Spain, you can find your 
own paradise among the paradores. 
The Parador Nacional de San Fran- 
cisco in Granada is right in the AI- 
hambra in the midst of colonnaded 
courts curtained with filigreed plaster, 
arcaded halls, pleasure domes, foun- 
tains, pools, gardens. After catching 
up with friends, and friends of friends 
in Madrid and Marbella, I loved am-

In New York many Long Island- 
ers fly to downtown Manhattan with 
helicopters. Sportsman Paul Layman 
was one of the first, and he provoked 
quite a scandal at the time of the 
opening of the New York World’s 
Fair when he made an unauthorized 
landing at the Fair’s heliport before 
the Fair was officially opened and 
ready for business. As a result his he- 
licopter was impounded by Fair au- 
thorities. (Layman was formerly a 
Palm Beacher, maintaining a home 
here for several seasons.

A new era of helicopter travel 
opened in mid-town Manhattan just 
recently when the first public heliport 
was opened there, at 60th Street and 
the East River.

ings of the wild west, early Herring 
portraits of famous horses of England, 
and animal drawings by George Cal- 
len. A solidly beaded Indian vest of 
rawhide, which belonged to Mrs. Tip- 
pett’s good friend, the late William 5S. 
Hart, hangs from a wall case. Close 
by is a collection of rare door knobs 
with inlaid English hunting scenes 
that was recently brought from Lon- 
don. 

The Western residence of racing 
stakes star Tumble Wind, the tarm 
also houses Restless Wind, Racing 
Room, Rise and Shine, Process Shot, 
the two year old filly said to be the 
best in the United States, and several 
broodmares. 

The property has fifteen miles of 
wooden fencing (at $6,200 per mile) 
which is especially treated and pres- 
surized with creosote for preservation 
and to repel gnawing by the horses. 

There is a helicopter hangar and a 
3,000 foot airplane runway. Colonel 
Tippett flies their helicopter to South- 
ern California race courses. 

The horseshoe-shaped stable de- 
signed by Mrs. Tippett is equipped 
with laboratory, 32 broodmare stalls, 
4 large stallion stalls, and adequate 
quarters for yearlings and ftoaling 
mares. Adding a note of incongruous 
formality are the Spanish chandeliers 
hanging in each stall, a touch only 
Liz Whitney Tippett would think to 
introduce! Nearby are her four 
matched brown Shetland ponies that 
she drives to harness. 

There is a lake on the premises 
with good duck hunting in season, 
and fishing for bass.

more fire was drawn by the catalog. 
It included an introduction by a 
young Negro girl, who wrote a num- 
ber of unflattering comments about 
other ethnic groups. 

More recently, the book The Mu- 
seum — One Hundred Years and The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art by Leo 
Lerman was thoroughly, roasted by 
the New York Times reviewer, Sam 
Hunter (formerly director of the Jew- 
ish Museum). Hoving had given the 
book an informal imprimatur by writ- 
ing the introduction. Despite the re- 
view, which he dismisses (‘‘I don’t be- 
lieve in critics or what they say’’), he 
speaks highly of The Museum. “‘I 
think it was delightful . . . it gives 
you what TV can give you but 
doesn’t.” 

Mr. Hunter, on the other hand, 
not only rampaged against the book’s 
‘objectionable, middle-brow, copy- 
writer prose’ but its illustrative con- 
tent. Hunter concluded, ‘“‘The visual 
matter of this picture book, for which 
the (museum) staff must share re- 
sponsibility with the publisher, is an- 
other error in the grand manner.”’

He continues, “‘It’s 
quite a refreshing thing .. . they’re 
involved in membership committees, 
supporting and using the facilities.”

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His comments are reminiscent of 
those of Al Hollingsworth, a black 
artist-teacher who’s been involved in 
art education on TV. Hollingsworth 
feels that there used to be a gap be- 
tween art and the people that ‘“‘is now 
being bridged by the people.” 

This is exactly the kind of art- 
people relationship that Hoving is out 
to change. ‘“‘We are shifting from 
preservation and display to communi- 
cation and education,’ he says, and 
proves it with Acoustiguides, a cata- 
logue-guide, and tree leaflets, and films 
that try to explain such puzzling 
matters as abstract expressionism. 

These aids to understanding, plus 
the warmer, more welcoming atmo- 
sphere of the Met’s entrance and the 
stimulating series of exhibits, are part 
of the more attractive ‘‘packaging”’ 
that’s starting to lessen the distance 
between the viewer and the wares. 

Maybe the Met’s trustees knew 
what they were doing when they 
chose a man who combines an art 
background with merchandising flair.
